FALL TOP-DRESSING. 


It! Hegults Not as Favorable ag Tbose Ob- 


talned From Spring AlamirinE. 


I believed in tl\e common theory of 


fall top-dressing, but a little accidental 
experience opened my eyes to the fact 
that top-dressing' at other seasons is of- 
ten, far more effective. 
Between the 


road and the fence auioss tho front of 
tny house-lot is a sti ip of land 3 1-2 by 
40 rods which, at much labor, I leveled 
and set in grass—a poition in lawn 
grasses and the i emaimler in mowings. 
Across this a class of people delight in 
xsserting their right to travel during 
the muddy season, and it is sometimes 
a good deal cut up. 
One season when 


the fall of snow was lijjht it was trav- 
aled nearly all winter, nnd in the spring 
great ugly ruts were cut tlie whole 
length of it, and tlie prospect for grass 
seemed very poor indeed. When tho 
road became settled and travel assumed 
'ts normal course, 1 took a spike-tooth 
haf row and smoothed it down as well 
as I could, finishing the job with a 
prong hoe. I th< n g u <• il a light dress- 
Ing with niaiiuu' fi cmi tlie shed—a good 
quality of m mini'— and needed it. A 
part of a load of nvinurc leftover was 
also spread, vcn l i y h t l j , 01 era part of 
the plot nearer tin- toncc. 


The operation ua-- in every way a 


success, and I was bountifully repaid 
[or tho labor ami iixpu'iie 
The sea- 


son proved dry, and the general grass 
crop was much shortened, but where 
that littlo spring dn'ssing was applied 
it was full and hi\ui writ. 
Of course it 


was a very HIIII!! experiment, hut it 
was wonderfully Migsrestivp, and I de- 
termined to follow it up. 
t have not 


wholly abandon <l fall or winter dress- 
ing, but I have dip-,sed in spring up to 
the time when the grass had got a 
good large start 
The only difficulty 


experienced in late spring dressing is 
in getting the manure well spread. 
When it j3 carefully and tlioioughly 
spread, so as to leave no lumps, tho 
effect has alwajs been ningioal in 
thickening the bottom growth and im- 
proving the qnahtj as-\\ell as increas- 
ing the quantity of the hay. I believe 
[ have in my barn now more than a 
ton of the finest of hay from the appli- 
cation of four lends of manure after 
the spring work was done this year. 
I have never seen so good results from 
fall as from spring div;b«ing, the same 
quality and as nearly the same quanti- 
ty as possible of manure being applied 
to adjoining portions of the same field.

the condemned became more and more 
hopeful, as the demeanor of the Governor 
plainly showed that the most thorough 
investigation with the broadest views 
and the kindest of hearts would be given 
to tho arguments and the petitions. 


Mr. Dixon's petition was forcible and 


was listened to with close attention by 
his Excellency. If there had been no at- 
tempts at social revolution there would 
have Been no John Brown, no Harper's 
Forrv, no emancipation proclamation, no 
bleeding Kansas, no Black Republican or 
dangerous Copperhead, and the pres'ent 
agitation and discontent among the 
working classes is the result of social con- 
ditions which bear heavily on the poor. 


Edward King, of New York, president 


of the Confederation of Trades Assem- 
blies of the United States, and also rep- 
resenting District No. 49, Knights of La- 
bor of New York, next spoke. He said 
that tho trades unions of New York, in 
which there are no Anarchists, think that 
justice was not done in the trial, and that 
there is a general feeling among tha la- 
boring classes that the execution of these 
men wouUl be injurious to the welfare of 
the country. 


Frank Farrell, a colored gentleman re- 


presenting District No. 49, Knights of 
Labor of Now York, was the next to ad- 
dress his Excellency. 
Farrell's speech 


was couched in good language and well- 
selected phrases, but his pronunciation 
retained tho flavor of the anti-bellum 
days. He spoke ot Parsons' efforts in 
teaching the ex-slaves of the South, and 
said the labor movement is the only hope 
of the advancement of the negro race, by 
oponiug up to them the different trades 
and of labor 
from which they were 


formerly debarred. "Abram Likum" wo» 
referred to as the friend of liberty and 
the precursor of tue social revolution for 
which John Mrovni was hung. The Gov- 
ernor was asked not to repeat the injust- 
ice of tlio Harper's Ferry tragedy. 


A peculiarity of all the speeches was 


that only one (Black) referred at all to 
Lingg, and Black referred to him only 
incidentally. It is thought certain by the 
friends of tho Anarchists here that at 
least three, and possibly all of the doomed 
men, will be recipients of the executive 
clemency. 


The women of the Chicago delegation 


will be presented to the Governor this 
evening. The majority of the labor rep- 
resentatives will depart for home to- 
nir;llt. 


1C is said by persons who are familiar 


with tbo probable dotnils of the Governor's 
action, that.the final decision will not be 
given till Thursday evening, unless a gen- 
eral commutation bo granted, in which 
event the decision will be announced as 
soon as arrived at. The method of giving 
it is said to be that it will be written, 
sealed and dispatched to the sheriff of 
Cook County by special messenger. 


James E. Qulnn, master workman of 


District No. 40, of New York, spoke for 
clemency, and Geo. Schilling presented 
the petitions and

and sent forward by district assem- 
blies Kos. 24 aud 5!) of Chicago.

Geo. Schilling made a faw remarks deny- 
ing that any murderous intention animat- 
ed the loader- of the labor organizations, 
nnd this closod the public presentations of 
petitions. 


After the business of the petitions had 


been disposed of ths ladies of the party 
were invited into the private of"ca of the 
Governor, and introduced to him by 
Geo. Schilling. The Governor spoko most 
kindly to th'-m all, but would give, no in- 
timation of his probable action in tho 
matter. Then J. H. Buchanan presented 
to the Governor a personal letter to his 
Excellency from Spies, in which it is said 
some startling di.se'o-nres ^wore-. made. 
This letter is tho sensation of the whole 
affair, but its holders positively refused 
to

Governor had 


read it. It is said to bo a complete his- 
tory of the Anarchist movement in Chi- 
cago, with tho rovelation of the details 
o£ a plot among certain outsida fire-eat- 
ers to buru and kill. Governor Oglosbv, 
when told of it to-day, advised that it be 
given to him privately nnd not bo given 
to the public until after he shall bavo con- 
sidered it.

A curious feature of the day was the

Dr. Buchanan and two or three 
others. One was from August Spies, and 
set forth that if the Governor should come 
to the decision that it w 
yas necessary in 


order to satisfy the public clamor that 
one of the prisoners should hang, he 
trusted that his Excellency would select 
him, as he was ready to die of his own 
election, if by any means he could save 
tho rest. There was also a letter from 
Parsons, in which he set forth that he had 
been condemned to death for attending o 
mooting at the Haymarket. Since it was 
true that his wife and. cnildren had at 
tended the same meeting, he requested a 
reprieve until they might be tried and 
condemned also so that they might all bs 
hanged together. 


Messrs. Salter, Lloyd and others alsc 


had a private interview with the Gov- 
ernor, when the letters from Judge Gary 
and State's Attorney Grlnnel agreeing tc 
tho proposition to commute the sentences 
of Fielden and Schwab were presented. 
These gentlemen also presented a number 
of private letters from prominent persons 
in Chicago and other parts of the Stat< 
praying for executive clemency for some 
or all of tho prTsoners.

THE END OF TIME. 


Ct is Fast Approaching to the 


Condemned Anarchists 


of Chicago. 


Preparations for the Execution and 


Precautions Against Outside Inter- 


ference Going Steadily On. 


Startling Rumors Flying Thick and Faat 


—Nina Van Zandt Denied Ad- 


mittance to the Jail. 


CHICAGO, NOT. 10.—Judge Prendergast 


yesterday afternoon refused to interfere 
in the matter of determining the question 
of the insanity of Lingg, the bomb maker, 
sustaining State Attorney Grinnell's argu- 
ment that the prisoner was out of the 
jurisdiction of the County Court. 
The 


court said that it would not undertake to 
pass upon the case until the Criminal 
Court refused to do so, and Attorney 
Hunt announced that he intended to 
carry the matter to the latter tribunal 
this morning. 


Attorney Moses Salomon yesterday 


Afternoon secured the signatures of three 
of the condemned men, understood to be 
Spies, Fielden and Schwab, to a petition 
for a writ nf heabeas corpus. 
The plea 


of the petition IB that there is no legal 
judgment against the men. The grounds 
taken to arrive at this conclusion are that 
the men were not present in court when 
the judgment of the Supreme Court was 
rendered, as is provided by law they 
should be; the variation between the 
judgments of the lower court and the 
judgment of the higher is also urged as 
basis for setting asidi> the court's action. 
Before what judge and when he will 
present the petition Mr. Salomon refused 
to state. 


Some of the attaches of the jail think 


that Parsons is breaking down under th e 
terrible tension, and that he will be crazy 
sureenoup-h before Friday moruing. Jhey 
say he is making a terrible effort to die 
heroically and become a martyr. 


Spies is evidently awaiting the news 


from 
Springfield 
with 
the 
greatest 


anxiety, but he displays but little nerv- 
ousness. 
He leaned against the door of 


his cell for a long time yesterday and 
looked out wistfully, but said little. 


Lingg is kept /jlose in the cell. 
The 


Jailers believe the only way to avoid 
trouble with this man is to keep him 
securely where he is until the hour of 
execution. 


Fielden and Scwab are very calm aad 


apparently hopeful, while Engel and 
Fischer are stolid. 


Nina Van?Zatidt made her customary 


pilgrimage to the jail yesterday morning. 
The guards at the outer doors passed her 
in without a challenge, and she tripped 
across the court to the jail office. The 
turnkey regarded her coldly for a mo- 
ment, but did not offer to unlock the barred 
door. 


"Can't I come in?" she remarked, tim- 


idly. 


"IMHeeMr. Folz." 
Jailer Folz talked with Sheriff Matson, 


and then witli the air of a man who had a 
disagreeable duty to perform, but pro- 
poses to make the best of it, he walked 
toward Miss Van Zandt and greeted her 
pleasantly. 


"I thought you had gone to Springfield 


with the others." 


"No; but may I come in?" 
*'Oh, Mr. Spies is locked up and you 


could not see him any way." 


"Wont he be !et out at all?" 
"No," and Jailer Folz turned away. 
The girl stood looking through the iron 


bars unnoticed two or three minutes, and 
then walked swiftly away. 
Her face 


worked with pathetic efforts to conceal 
her emotions. She will bo admitted to the 
jaifcnomoro, and she has probably had 
the last look at August Kpies in life. The 
understanding around the jail is that the 
families of the condemned will be allowed 
their last interview with them this after' 
uoon, after which none but the jail offi- 
cials will be allowed to speak tq them. 


Sheriff Matson will not begin to put the 


two scaffolds on which the seven men are 
to hang in position until this evening. It 
has been the custom heretofore to keep 
the engine or death out of sight until the 
last moment, and it will be followed in 
this C39S. Work will, be begun about 
seven o'clock, and it will probably ba 
completed at 3 a. m. Two gangs of men 
will be put to work, one on each scaffold, 
so the two will be in order aa quickly aa 
one could be. One will stand at either 
end of the North corridor. 


Only the twelve jurors required by law 


for the coroner's inquest, the coroner and 
his deputies, the sheriff and his assist- 
ants, and the newspaper representatives 
will be allowed to witness the hanging. 
All the prisoners who can be got r.'d ol 
will be sent away and all the others will 
be locked up where they can't see ths 
execution. 
There are only about two 


hundred now in the jail, although theru 
Bre genei'ally more than three hundred 
confined there. These will be transferred 
to Ihe south corridor, the boys' depart- 
ment, the debtors' room, and other ?>lace? 
where they will lie sate until the hanging; 
is done. 
In the meantime the doomeil 


men are being guaed'jrl with the closes! 
scrutiny. The watch at their cells has 
been trebled and every necessary precau- 
tion taken.

CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—Rumors of the mosl 


sfeirtliiig character succeed each othei

Anarchists. The latest and perhaps tht 
most sensational of all these heard ort 
the street gained widespread credence 
last nUbt. It was to the effect that tht 
Central Labor Union of Chicago had or 
dfired its sixteen thousand members to 
stay away from woi k on the day of the 
execution. 
This union is composed al- 


most exclusively of those believed to have 
socialistic or

be made by them to counteract any mis- 
chief the members of the Central Labor 
Union may propose to do on Friday.

the city shall be swung wide open early 
on the morning of the execution and kept 
so until all fear of! trouble is over. Armed 
troops will also be stationed at the mouths 
of the two river tunnels to prevent any 
one from entering.
